The Applicant's Amendments made on 22-February-2007 overcomes the previous rejection made to claims 15-28 under 35 U.S.C. 101.

Applicant's arguments made on 22-February-2007 with respect to the rejected claims have been fully considered but they are not deemed 
persuasive: 

The Applicant argues that "Devine fails to teach every limitation of claim 1 . For example, Devine fails to teach both 'obtaining information 
describing a datatype to be registered, the datatype having a metadata that describes a data and a reference to the data, the data being 
maintained separately from the datatype'." The Examiner respectfully disagrees, Devine, in paragraph 390, clearly states, "this means 
that the CD 10 need only open and search files for keywords/phrases: (i) when the file is registered in the database." This indicates that 
keywords and phrases (i.e., "information describing a datatype") is searched for (i.e., "obtained") for "registering the file" (i.e., "datatype".) 

As for the "data being maintained separately from the datatype", Devine clearly states, "metadata is stored in a separate part of the 
delivered sen^ice output", in paragraph 284 of his Invention. 
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
